Will the people ever learn that tbe 


country belongs to them and take some 
interest in its affaire? 
When a review 


is taken ot tbe situation that ie im- 
posed npou the people without their 
consent, (or the purpose of aiding a 
few men to acquire fortunes, it la any- 
thing but pleasant to think npon. 
Wbeu there la taken into consideration 
In conneotioo with tbe efforts of those 
who are preying npon the people, the 
need there ia everywhere present for 
more attention, that should be apart 
of the life of every citizen, than ia now 
given to the loads that are con- 
tinually being laid npon the back and 
ehoulders of every toller, tbe feeling 
there is respecting the oppression of 
tbe Industrial classes and their welfare 
is not improved In their behalf. 


Tbe oppression ia systematic, us It if 


arranged to order for use when needed 
for the purposes of those who are en- 
gaged in the work. Why should it be 
in a free land and under a government 
that is in the hands of the people, that 
they should be oppressed by trusts 
aod all manner of combinations to 
their Injury? 
Are they entitled to 


sympathy under these conditions, and 
have they a cause of complaint that ia 
entitled to any respect in the court of 
conscience? 


When a man is In a position to help 


himself and refuses to make any effort 
to relieve himself when In trouble, who 
is to blame? It ia be, and he alone, 
who should pay tbe penalty of bis 
willfulness and neglect, which is all 
very well to talk about when applied 
to BD individual, but when it comes to 
apply tbe rule to a nation of seventy- 
live millions of people, there is diffi 
enlty over the application that ia 
not, connected with ite application to 
any one citizen. 


All men are not constituted alike; 


" the difference Is so distinct, one from 


tbe other, that the process there is re- 
quired to have a majority look in tbe 
same direction is almost beyond con- 
ception. Each citizen has his particu- 
lar views upon a given subject. ID 
these views there is more or less sel- 
fishness included, which Is tbe most 
difficult thing to influence there is in 
tbe human mind, which is ever taking 
tbe form that it is nobody's business 
but my own. When the human mind 
is taken into account when making up 
a judgment about the slowness ot tbe 
people to act in any direction effecting 
their welfare, a lesson Is given to the 
impatient that teaches tbe thinker 
that the processes at work for tbe de- 
velopment of united action in any 
matter where the volition to act is free, 
is alow. 


A aan with a full stomach, when bis 


digestion is good, is usually overmuch 
contented, and more especially is it so 
when be knows he baa tbe means to fill 
his stomach again when he is bnogry. 
More particularly in Nevada do the 
people have full stomachs and more to 
fill them when they are in need of food, 
which largely accounts for the power 
of Charley Wallace for all the years he 
has ruled the State. Itia not his ability 
In anyway tbat has given him power 
over tbe people and over every interest 
of tbe State, as it is the result of plenty 
to live npoa in the Sagebrush State. 
When tbe present line of thought IB 
followed 
to 
Its 
legitimate con- 


clusions the whole question of Charlie'* 
strength ia wrapped in vigilance. He 
attends to business because there is in 
it tbat which gives him tbe wherewith 
to live upon, and tbe people are en- 
gaged with a like purpose In their voca- 
tions. Charlie makes up tbe tickets at 
the primaries and the people vote the 
ticket prepared by Charlie. When tbe 
convention comes at the time appointed 
Charlie runs the convention, because 
tbe people have sent tbe men to con- 
vention tbat he can use for bis pur- 
poses. Tbe candidates tbat Charlie 
has selected to reward hie friends, tbe 
people, oblige him bjr voting for them 
and Charlie then control* the men In 
office in his interest, and in tbat way 
both Charlie and the office holder make 
a living. After a time it ie discovered 
that taxes are out ot joint and the peo- 
ple are paying much more on tbeir 
property than others whose Interest 
Charlie ia attending to, which is the 
work of the Boss to procure a living. 
The people then complain about tbe 
injustice there is In that tort of bull- 
ness which is true, but they do not 
have much cause for complaint for tbe 
reason tbat they have aided Charlie to 
do tbe thing about which they com- 
plain. The beet thing the people can 
do is to do less complaining and give 
more attention to business in their own 
interest.
